TUESDAY, DICEMBER 7th, 1858. 


The Council meet pursuant to adjournment, 

The Hon, Geronimo Jaramillo from Rio Arriba County and Hon. 
Mariano Silva from Socorro County, appeared and took their seats. 

On motion of Mr, Connelly, the Council proceda by ballot to the 
election of officers for the present session, when on the first ballot, tho.

{ haye received the. act of the Legislative Assembly of. the 
Territory, entitled “An aet to restrain the vice of gaming,” notwith- 
standing the title, the act provides. in effect for the repeal of the law 
now. in force against. gaming, and to. give to gaming the sanction aad 
authonity of law. An: uuwillingness to differ with the Legislative. 
Assembly, and a natural deference for the opinions of others, often 
induce. me ¿o.aequiesce in mauy provisions of law which my judgment 
condemns. Where I find the main object and body of a. law gcod, I 
sign it and leave its defects to be corrected by. future. legislatian. In 
the Bill before me, this isnot the case 16 in effect repeals a law, which 
I believe a good one, and.which.is admitted to be a necessary and 
proper one by every moral community, and every enlightened Legis- 
lature. Instead of restraining the vice of gaming, it legalizes sud 
sanctions a vice, which must give to the people of the States an assur- 
ance that New Mexico can govern herself by good laws- But if, 
after all, societpis so demoralized that this cannot, be done, we must 
then give them up ; and acknowledge, however painful it may be to ns 
that the ability of the people to govern themselves by good laws, has 
been tried in New Mexico and has failed. 

I have thus, in the hurry of the last day of the session, given you 
some of my reasons for not signing the bill which you have sent me.
